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Looking Forward in the Cattle Industry 


Co-operation between the cattle- 
men, the railroads, the packers and the 
retailers, constitutes the only possible 
constructive future policy for the cat- 
tle industry. This fact is firmly im- 
bedded in the minds of the men whose 
accomplishments are most vital to the 
success of the live stock industry. 

Success in selling is even more ne- 


cessary than the development of vol- 
ume in production, for volume in production is useless to the cattle- 


man without some assurance of just profits, and this success in 
selling can come only through a proper development of co-operation 
all the way from the producer to the retailer. ; 

Compiled statistics show what has been done; they show esti- 
mated supply and demand; the relationship between production 
and consumption as between countries; exchange values, and, in 
fact, all details concerning our industry. These statistics are neces- 
sary and essential, but they are without value unless we use them 
to develop co-operative action based upon definite and constructive 
lines. To form those plans upon a broad basis, it is necessary that 
a definite and representative 
agency be established, and,

that the packers, the railroads, the 
commission men, officials of the for- 
est reserve, the reservation agencies, 
the retailers and the government take 
up the various phases in which they 
are separately interested. Each phase 
is presented to the association by the 
best talent obtainable in the various 
lines. These agencies will confer only 
with the chief representative of the 
association, and it is impracticable to ask them to do otherwise. 
For that reason, the chief executive of the association must have 
yews to act. He must have the support of the industry all down 
e line. 

It is therefore absolutely necessary for every cow man to back 
his local organization; for every local organization to send its ablest 
representative to the county meetings; for each county to send its 
president to the state association, and for each state to confer freely 
with the national association. Then only will the cattleman get 
full results for his efforts. 

Given a strong organization built up in this fashion, the indus- 
try will no longer have to 
limp along. It can stand on 

creas tnnsemeres —— it own feet, and take care of 


when established, trusted. 
Whether or not the individual 
cattleman agrees with the 
policy of the representatives 
of the industry, or has joined 
forces with them, his success 
or failure will have its lasting 
influence upon the results ob- 
tained by those representa- 
tives, and, in turn, their suc 
cess or failure will affect his 
own profit and loss account. 
For this reason, the cattle- 
man must see to it that he is 
represented at the round table 
where the vital questions of 
the industry are at issue. 

The American National 
Live Stock Association is to be 
the representative body of the 
industry, with Fred H. Bixby, 
of California, the newly elec- 
ted president. Bixby is not 
afraid of responsibility, but 
he cannot work without sup- 
port. It is up to the cattle- 
man to make known his wants 
—the wants of the entire 
industry—this in order that 
the president may do his part in procuring results comparable with 
those obtained in other co-operative industries. And in accomplish- 
ing these results, it must be remembered that the American Nation- 
al Live Stock Association is not a political organization. It is an 
organization to be used by the entire industry, and not for any in- 
dividual group. It is co-operative in the fullest sense of the word; 
its secretary and attorney are the only officers receiving compen- 
sation for their efforts. 


Nevertheless, the association plays a vital part in the success 
of every man engaged in the industry. It is with the association

es ee its own problems. 

: In the long run, seeking 
financial aid from the govern- 
ment is not good business. It 
tends. towards _ socialism, 
which never was, and never 
will be, a success. 

At the present time, how- 
eve, the war finance corpor- 
ation is temporarily function- 
ing to the benefit of the cat- 
tlemen in an endeavor to tide 
over the period of disruption 
following the war. Under the 
stress of war, the govern- 
ment possibly was obliged to 
promote policies that have re- 
sulted in hardships to the 
stockman, and, in some cases, 
in disaster. Be that as it 
may, the government is now 
doing a wonderful work. It 
is loaning money for a period 
of one year, with privilege of 


thy, and the association is al- 
ready seeking an extension 
of two additional years. At 
the same time, association representatives are even now in Wash- 
ington endeavoring to procure equal financial rights with exporters 
and others who are seeking government advancement. 

In time, however, the work of the war finance corporation will 
cease, and in the meantime machinery should be installed by the 
cattlemen themselves to carry on the work of this organization. 
But to install such machinery and to finance ourselves, the industry 
must be truly systematized. Co-operation must be efficient to be 
of value. And the creation of this co-operation is up to the indi- 
vidual members of the association.

What Clubs Do for Boys and Girls. 

This report from the National Committee 
on Boys’ and Girls’ Club Work, 1113 Gar- 
land Building, Chicago, G. L. Noble, Secre- 
tary, came to hand just in time for this iss- 
ue: 
A survey recently made by the Iowa State 
College in Henry County, Iowa, shows clear- 
ly the benefits of boys and girls club work 
—not only to Agriculture and the industries 
closely allied to it, but to the welfare of the 
nation as a whole. A summary of the re- 
sults of this survey shows that: 

“Every member or past member of Henry 
County’s clubs was enthusiastic over what 
the work had accomplished in his commun- 
ity. Practically all of them that are raising 
pure bred live stock trace their start to a 
calf, lamb or pig, bought when they joined 
a live stock club. 

“Of the eight original members of the 
lamb club in 1916, seven are now farming 
and five are raising pure bred Shropshires. 
One of the original members who started 
with one ewe when the club was organized, 
now has 143 pure bred ewes, one of which 
won the grand championship at the state 
fair last fall. 

“Of fourteen original calf club members 
eight are now farming and five are raising 
pure bred cattle, due, they say to the start 
they got in club work a few years ago. All 
these men attribute the better systems of 
management they practice to instruction re- 
ceived from the hands 6f the extension ser- 
vice, working through local clubs.” 

When one considers that less than 3 per 
cent of all of the live stock in the United 
States is pure bred, that only 10.8 per cent 
of all of the farms in the United States re- 
port any pure bred live stock whatever, and 
that the superior earning power of all clas- 
ses of live stock, according to the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, is over 40 per cent more 
efficient, based on utility alone, and that 75 
per cent of all of our grain crops are mark- 
eted by means of live stock, it is realized 
that this work with the boys and girls is all 
important from every standpoint.

Admitted the producer is the man all th 
world is dependent upon, yet others fe 
must have equal place in the progress of 
civilization. 

Bankers are trustees of communitic:’ 
funds. They are diagnosticians, They oe 
their organizations are versed in busines; 
problems. They are prosperous when the 
public is prosperous. They are anxious for 
public welfare and individual success, 

Experience has taught that great power 
in the hands of a few, when not properly ex- 
ercised, often works disaster to those who 
have placed faith in the wrong man. Ther- 
for, I sincerely believe that bankers must 
absolutely be a part of some suitable m- 
chinery set up to finance our industry. The 
commercial banks handle liquid transactions, 
This continual turnover enables them to as- 
sist all worthy producers in all walks of 
industry. 

Bankers must not apportion too great a 
part of the public credit to any given indus- 
try. Many borrowers of large amounts car- 
ry a commercial account of important siz 
or leave on deposit with the bank from 10-to 
20 per cent of the amount borrowed. If 
large concerns issue notes and sell them, 
they are sold through brokers and these 
brokers charge commission for the transae- 
tion this explanation to prove that other 
producers pay in proportion to the cowman 
for their borrowed money. 


The cow man is a producer. His business 
is never ending. He is married to it, no 
matter how future prospects develop; he 
can never slacken his efforts. Therefore, 
it is most essential that he be assured of a 
just return. As a rule, we in the live stock 
industry are poor detail business men. Our 
business is done a great deal on verbal agree- 
ment and a vest pocket notebook is our us 
ual set of books. If we are extended a loa, 
we take it all. For doing this we are It 
quired justly to pay more than 6 per cent, 
which in the aggregate equals what others 
are paying. We have been giving chattel 
mortgages on stock cattle—six months’ pe 
per—with the verbal promise of renewal. 


Stock cattle paper is not commercial pe 
per because when drawn we know it will nd 
be liquidated within six months. If, finan. 
cial panics arise, the verbal promises o 
renewal are impossible. Cattle are unlike 
such commodities as grain, raisins or cot 
ton.

— pe range man checks his cattle by 
calf brandings, yearling steer sales, and re- 
cords of death loss. Being optimistic, he is 
inclined to exaggerate the ability of a cow 
and the carrying capacity of his range. This 
honest exaggeration is spelling ruin. The 
cattleman’s final answer is always derived 
from his calves, not from what he thinks he 
branded, but from the number turned into 
money. His inventory of cattle is increased 
by the corresponding number of heifers left 
on the range. He must be sure that this 
heifer increase is not overstocking his range 
capacity. The average man, under fence, 
does not exceed 75 per cent calf crop, more 
n 60 per cent. 
ofthe best records and information show 50 
per cent calf crop on open range to be ex- 
ceptionally good. During the years of in- 
creasing yearling values up to 1920, the calf 
crops had been decreasing, and I doubt if 
the net revenues of 1920 were greater than 
those of 1916. 

Remember that the $40.00 average year- 
ling never made money for the man whe 
finished with him. Meanwhile, the cattle- 
man’s overhead had been increased from 150 
to 200 per cent. At the present time this 
overhead is steadily decreasing. I personal- 
ly had the opportunity of checking a few 
open range operations and the calves sold 
are invariably short of 50 per cent of the 
the breeding cows. The two-year-old steers 
representing last year’s yearlings never ma- 
terialize to equal 50 per cent. To insure 
success, calves must be produced. 

Shortage of calves comes either from lack 
of bulls or lack of feed to keep the cows in 
calf producing condition. 

Just a word about bulls. The reporduc- 
tion in the average herd of thoroughbreds 
brings, about 10 per cent super animals, 50 
per cent of No. 1 specimens, and 40 per cent 
which should be used for beef purposes. 
Therefore, in purchasing bulls the producer 
must be sure of the breeding, then pick his 
individuals to build up that quality which his 
herd lacks. He must bear in mind that stan- 
dard range cattle of today were built up by 
the reproduction of individuals of the best 
type. Figure the cattle business on a per- 
centage basis. If borrowed money is costing 
8 per cent, taxes 2 per cent, operating ex- 
penses 3 per cent, the cattleman will have to 
make 13 per cent before he breaks even. If 
he is getting only 35 per cent calf crop fig- 
uring over a period of years, how can he 
achieve success ? 

We must think these things over before 
we vote on the next bond issue. Better 
await the time when our own business is 
paying before we vote for the luxury of good 
roads or water facilities to develop our land. 
The only remedy is to run what cows a 
range can safely carry and to know that they 
produce the calves necessary to pay more 
than operating expenses. The days of old are 
past. Cattlemen are in competition with the 
world, and the man who figures details is 
the successful producer. 

The Market Outlook.—Since the operation 
of the war finance corporation, courage has

The western states are short of cattle. In- 
formation states that the Denver markets 
are about 40 per cent short this spring. Be- 
cause Denver is a great cow market and 
there is a shortage of cows, the market on 
range breeding cows will be further stimu- 
lated. The Ogden market is for the present 
cleaned up, with very few cattle in that ter- 
ritory on feed. Nevada has not over 50,000 
cattle on feed with buyers very active. The 
supply is away below normal. All markets 
on the Pacific coast are active and showing 
increased values. These facts are all en- 
couraging because they show us that we can 
count on the markets acting in their normal 
way. 

The supply for the big eastern markets in 
the so-called “corn belt” is reported normal. 
The supply for the past season was about 16 
per cent short, while the feeders being pre- 
pared for beef purposes are only 14 per cent 
below normal. The demand for beef is be- 
low normal. Therefore, the supply will be 
adequate to the demand, and we cannot ex- 
pect any extraordinary prices for fat steers. 
Without doubt the eastern markets will show 
a steady increase until they reach their high 
point in summer. When these normal con- 
ditions arrive, high freight rates and heavy 
shrinkage will prohibit eastern cattle flood- 
ing our western market. 

We cannot look for accelerated war prices. 
Remember that the producer was the first 
to sell at pre-war prices and that other com- 
modities and operating expenses must now 
seek their normal level. Not until they do 
will the producer enjoy a fair return for his 
efforts. South America has more supply 
than can be handled at present. Canada is 
reported well provided with beef cattle. If 
the steer market rises to anything like pro- 
hibitory prices, foreign supplies will auto- 
matically have their effect in the old econ- 
omic law of supply and demand, regardless 
of import duties. 

Cattle of milk producing strain comprise 
50 per cent of the total cattle of the United 
States and are a big contender in the supply 
of feed and veal. They find their way 
through the smaller slaughter and country 
butcher where health insvection certificates 
are not standardized to federal inspection. 

This meat is in competition with beef from 
animals bred, raised and fattened for strict- 
ly food purposes, where the betterment of 
the food values is advanced just as the milk 
producing quality is sought in the milk ani- 
mal. Is the distribution of this meat to the 
uneducated public a good advertisement ? 

John Clay, president of one of the largest 
live stock business firms in the world, has 
been a student of our industry for more 
than forty years. He now admits that 
he has a great deal to learn. That applies 
to all of us. 

Look back over your experience. Increas- 
ed values in stock farms and ranches have 
made riches. Some speculators have been 
successful, but how many do you know who 
have become independent through the actual 
raising and finishing of beef cattle? 

I believe it is low tide; that all should 
build machinery at home which will have its 
place in the set-up of financing, distribution, 
advancement and co-operation; when the tide 
rises it will be in the form “Success.” It is 
up to you to co-operate.

Country Cattle Buying. 

We have never been able to get from rep- 
resentatives of the packers any satisfactory 
reason for their buying of cattle in the 
country. So far as our observation has ex- 
tended the cattle bought in the country were 
no cheaper than those bought on the market; 
in fact they appeared to be dearer. It seems 
to be a case of competition, each packer will- 
ing to quit country buying if the others will, 
but all unwilling to reach an understanding 
about it for fear of supplying more amun- 
ition to the beef trust agitators. 


There is nothing wrong about country 
buying. Any packer, large or small, has a 
legal and moral right to buy there and most 
of them do more or less of it. Yet if coun- 
try buying continues to increase and market 
buying continues to decrease the effect will 
be unfortunate for producers, because they 
will be deprived of a correct and constant 
explession of an open market price. On the 
smaller markets of the country there is not 
now a constant expression of price of a few 
classes of cattle because the cattle are not 
regularly on the market, having been pick- 
ed up in the country and sent direct to 
slaughterers. Even our great markets occa- 
sionally lack a price expression, and quota- 
tions are estimates rather than records of 
actual sales, 


P The open market. with the country’s cat- 
> largely in it, will serve producers best in 
e end; but there appears to be no way to 


get the cattle to market when slaughterers 
compete for them in the country as in recent 
years.—National Stockman and Farmer, 
Pittsburgh, Pa.

Think the 
pure bred breeder is soon due for a boom.”
